ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR,  1973 
TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  COUNCIL, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  great  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  consideration 
my  twentieth  and  last  Annual  Report  covering  1973  and  indeed  the 
last  report  relating  to  Environmental  matters  of  the  area  before 
the  demise  of  the  Rural  District. 

This  year  the  usual  format  has  not  been  followed  and  all 
statistical  tables  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  report.  This 
occasion  also  gives  an  opportunity  of  comparing  conditions  as  they 
are  today  with  what  they  were  twenty  years  ago. 

In  1954  the  product  of  Id  rate  was  £124;  44%'  of  the  houses 
were  without  water  borne  sanitation  and  only  three  villages  had  main 
drainage.  In  -housing,  22%  of  all  houses  were  unfit  for  human 
habitation  and  the  Council  owned  577  houses.  Refuse  collections 
were  fortnightly  or  very  haphazard  and  rodent  or  pest  control  was 
almost  non-existant  with  miles  of  polluted  and  infested  dykes.  It 
was  an  era  of  make-do-and-mend  or  ingenious  improvisation. 

Today ,  the  product  of  the  lp  rate  is  £7,213.  Only  2.6%  of 
houses  are  without  waterborne  sanitation  and  the  last  of  the  main 
village  sewerage  schemes  is  well  on  the  way  to  completion.  A  handful 
of  houses  only s  remain  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  the  number  of 
Council  owned  houses  has  doubled.  In  addition,  there  are  five  warden's 
schemes  for  the  welfare  of  the  elderly  with  two  community  centres. 

There  is  also  a  meals  on  wheels  service.  Refuse  collection  is  on  a 
regular  weekly  basis,  rodent  control  is  on  a  firm  footing  with  a  contract 
scheme  for  agriculturists  and  many  of  the  dykes  are  clean  and  rodent  free.. 
Most  services  are  well  run  and  well  equipped.

The  actual  appearance  of  the  district  has  changed  too  with  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  kellingley  Colliery,  the  Eggborough  Power  Station  and 
the  creation  of  the  vast  ash  disposal  site  at  Gale  Common.  Yet  t^epe 
large  monuments  of  industry  standing  like  huge  pieces  of  sculpture  on 
the  flat  countryside  have  not  in  themselves  altered  the  rural  character 
of  the  district  as  most  of  the  labour  force  necessary  to  run  these 
enterprises  resides  outside  the  district  and  there  has  not  been  an 
associated  influx  of  building  or  general  industrial  development. 

Perhaps  the  most  gratifying  event  of  the  year,  was  the  commencement 
of  the  Heals  on  Wheels  service  incorporating  three  luncheon  clubs.  The 
decision  to  implement  the  scheme  in  the  first  instance  without  any  aid  < 

from  the  County  Council  was  a  bold  imaginative  decision  by  the  Council 
and  has  been  rewarded  tenfold  by  the  appreciation  of  the  recipients. 

The  choice  of  the  ‘Tray  Meal*  service  raised  eyebrows  in  certain  quarters 
but  literally  the  proof  of  the  pudding  is  in  the  eating  and  the  saying  was 
never  more  true  than  in  this  instance.  May  the  scheme  continue  to  expand 
and  be  an  ever  increasing  success. 

As  to  be  expected,  local  government  reform  completely  dominated  almost 
all  considerations  during  the  year  and  one  can  only  be  regretful  of  the 
fact  that  the  whole  Rural  District  is  not  going  to  one  new  Authority. 

Nevertheless,  one  can  appreciate  the  basic  logic  in  the  way  the  split 
has  been  made. 

r 

The  changes  taking  place  are  far  reaching,  for  example  the  present 
functions  of  refuse  disposal  will  be  taken  over  by  the  new  County  Councils 
and  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  by  the  new  Water  Authority,  who  are  also 
responsible  for  pollution  control  and  water  supplies. 

There  is  however,  a  vital  need  for  new  Environmental  Health  departments 
to  monitor  these  situations  as  quite  often  large  bodies  become  slow  acting 
soul-less  organisations,  without  any  direct  contact  with  the  grass  roots 
of  society  and  local  knowledge  can  often  prevent  silly  or  very  expensive 
decisions  from  going  astray.  One  can  only  hope  thorough  consultations 
will  take  place  before  any  decision  is  taken  which  will  materially  alter 
the  lives  and  prospects  of  any  local  community. 
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May  I  conclude  by  thanking  all  Members  of  the  Department  for 
their  help  and  support  during  the  year,  particularly  my  secretary, 

Mrs*  W.  .baton,  the  Heads  and  staffs  of  other  departments  and  Members 
of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  not  only  the  past 
year  but  in  the  past  generally®

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INFUSE  DILI  GOAL 

As  previously  mentioned,  this  function  will  rest  with  the  new 
County  authorities  whilst  collection  is  in  the  hands  of  District  Councils » 
One  can  only  hope  the  arranged  marriage  v/ill  be  a  long  term  success  and 
without  too  much  difficulty  in  the  early  stages* 

The  Council  lost  the  appeals  against  certain  conditions  laid  down 
by  the  Planning  Authority  in  giving  consent  for  two  refuse  tips. 

The  requirement  of  having  to  place  a  layer  of  impervious  material 
filong  the  bottom  and  up  the  sides  of  the  two  quarries  to  prevent 
seepage  into  any  water  bearing  strata  will  be  extremely  burdensome, 
especially  when  neither  the  Water  Board  nor  the  River  Authority  thought 
it  was  necessary  in  the  case  of  the  large  quarry  at  Beal  and  the  fact 
that  the  adjacent  land  has  been  used  for  this  purpose  for  the  last 
thirty  years  or  more  without  detriment.  It  is  also  common  knowledge 
that  leachate  from  organic  matter  is  purified  in  its  passage  through 
the  ground,  particularly  when  through  sand  and  gravel  which  is  the 
situation  at  Beal. 

One  can  only  assume  the  Minister  in  making  his  decision  thought 
the  country  had  not  completely  recovered  from  the  acute  attack  of 
cyaniditis  it  suffered  from  a  year  or  so  before  and  perhaps  the 
decision  was  an  emotional  one  rather  than  a  practical  one. 

It  could  well  be,  now  the  Planning  and  the  refuse  disposal  functions 
are  with  the  same  authority,  the  conditions  imposed  in  planning  approvals 
of  this  character  will  be  tempered  by  more  practical  considerations  in 
the  knowledge  that  such  conditions  in  future  will  have  to  be  implemented 
by  themselves. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


The  Planning  authorities  gave  planning  consent  for  a  new  area  at 
West  Park,  Darrington  and  an  application  for  a  new  site  licence  is 
pending.

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GENERAL 


A  number  of  new  bungalows  for  the  aged  were  commenced  during 
the  year  at  Balne,  Beal,  Hensall  and  Whitley,  but  it  will  be  some 
time  before  they  are  completed* 

The  largest  scheme  of  modernisation  ever  undertaken  by  the  Council 
was  commenced  in  the  autumn  and  the  decision  to  provide  one  or  two 
caravans  for  only  the  most  urgent  of  cases  has  caused  one  of  the 
biggest  headaches  ever  experienced  by  the  Council  and  its  officials 
for  many  years.  A  solution  to  the  problem  of  having  to  live  in 
a  home  which  is  completely  upset  by  major  alterations  is  no  easy 
matter,  especially  when  furniture  is  not  cleared  out  first*  Time 

and  experience  no  doubt  will  bring  about  the  best  solution  to  all 
concerned. 

IMPROVIDENT  OF  HOUSES 


As  anticipated  with  the  enhanced  grant  available  there  has 
been  a  great  rush  of  applicants  who  are  hoping  to  complete  their 
improvements  before  the  deadline  set  for  next  June. 


The  result  of  all  this  activity  will  be  to  reduce  the  decay 
of  existing  houses  to  a  minimum  and  slow  down  the  necessity  for  the 
expensive  replacement  of  older  houses. 


Considering  the  situation  in  this  district  -  now  that  the 
very  worst  houses  have  disappeared  there  is  much  to  be  said  for 
rejuvenating  older  houses,  they  at  least  have  character  which 
is  more  than  can  be  said  for  many  of  our  modern  houses  huddled 
together ,  whether  on  sites  large  or  small. 

WELFARE  OF  THE  ELDERLY 


Difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  obtaining  a  suitable 
warden  for  one  of  the  schemes  and.  the  position  is  not  yet  resolved 
but  perhaps  will  be  in  the  near  future.  This  is  a  service  which 
has  given  wonderful  help  and  support  to  the  aged  and  one  hopes  the 
proposed  scheme  at  Womersley  will  soon  be  started  as  there  is  quite 
a  need  in  that  particular  area. 


MEALS  ON  WHEELS 


As  previously  mentioned,  the  Council  was  adamant  in  its  desire 
to  get  this  service  off  the  ground  as  soon  as  possible  once  the 
County  Council  gave  its  decision  in  May  that  it  could  not  assist 
in  any  way  except  in  the  provision  of  utensils. 

The  first  meals  were  provided  on  1st  August,  1973  in  the  form 
of  a  luncheon  club  for  l8  persons  at  the  Community  Centre,  Eggborough®

SLAUGHTERING  FACILITIES  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  only  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  district,  ceased  to 
operate  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  at  the  moment  the  licence 
has  lapsed . 

Cnee  again,  not  one  case  of  tuberculosis  or  cysticercus  bovis 
occurred  during  the  year. 

i/hat  a  dramatic  change  has  taken  place  in  the  post  mortem 
incidence  of  disease  over  the  last  twenty  years.  In  1954, 
bovine  T3  was  extremely  prevalent  and  the  occurrence  of 
cysticercus  bovis  was  rapidly  becoming  a  serious  problem. 

Now  cysticercus  bovis  is  very  rare  and  bovine  TB  is  just 
about  eliminated  altogether,  thanks  to  the  strict  policies  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 

No  doubt  in  a  few  years  the  same  will  be  said  about 

brucella  abortus. 

SAMPLING 


A  series  of  utensir  swabs  was  taken  from  all  licensed  and 
catering  premises.  On  the  whole,  the  results  were  very  satis¬

One  can  only  repeal  previous  warnings,  that  one  of  the  most 
disturbing  features  of  the  sixties  and  early  seventies  has  been 
the  ever  increasing  pollution  of  the  environment.  Pollution  of 
the  atmosphere  by  smoke,  fumes  and  dust,  pollution  by  the  deposit 
of  waste  even  toxic  matters  on  land  or  into  the  sea,  nollution 
by  the  use  of  insecticides  and  herbicides,  the  pollution  of 
streams  and  rivers  and  all  these  can  endanger  water  supplies. 

Last  but  not  least,  there  is  the  insidious  increase  in 
the  day  to  day  ambient  noise  level  by  road  traffic,  the  impact 
of  motorways  on  former  quiet  rural  areas,  the  onslaught  of 
juggernaut  lorries  pounding  their  way  through  the  village 
Scene  and  i,he  use  of  larger,  noisier  aircraft. 

It  is  vitally  important  in  this  ever  changing  scene  for 
the  Environmental  Health  Officer  to  act  as  watch  dog  on  all 
these  matters  and  ior  him  to  be  given  the  means  to  carry  it 

out.
